In the interpretation of his obli^a-

Mount Wilson Observatory con¬ 
tinues to attract the attention of 
the scientific world with discover¬ 
ies made by means of the match¬ 
less equipmennt of the Carnegie 
institution. Now they are seeing 
“beyond the end of the beyond." 

Existence of another stellar sys¬ 
tem beyond the limits of the uni¬ 
verse of which the earth is a 
part has been officially announced 
by D. Edwin L. Hibbard of the 
Mount Wilson observatory in a 
study published by the University 
of Chicago. Preliminary announce¬ 
ments of Dr. Hubbard’s work were 
made several months ago. Inves¬ 
tigations conducted by Dr. Hub¬ 
bard at Mount Wilson during the 
past two years have confirmed the 
discovery, made in 1884 by Prof. 
E. E. Barnard of the Yerkes Ob- 
servattory, that an isolated system 
of stars and nebulae, approximate¬ 
ly 700,000 light years distant 
from the earth, is in fact a stel¬ 
lar system quite apart from what 
is generally known as the uni¬ 
verse. 

The enormous distance of this 
other universe from the earth is 
realized when it is remembered 
that a light year is the distance 
that light can travel in a year, the 
speed of light being 180,000 miles 
a second. Persons who are awed 
by the evident vastness of the 
visible heavens, apparently stretch¬ 
ing their galaxy of stars out in 
limitless space, now will have to 
extend their imaginations consid¬ 
erably farther, in view of Dr. 

Hubbard’s discoveries. 

This other stellar system, Dr. 

Hubbard explains, looks like the 
milky way in the skies of the 

southern hemisphere—a cloudy 
mass of suns and planets and neb¬ 
ulae which go to make up the 

heavens. 

“The present investigation iden¬ 
tifies the galaxy as an isolated 
system of stars and nebulae of 
the same type as the Magellan 
clouds,* although somewhat small¬ 
er, and much more distant,” says 
Dr. Hubbard in his scientific ex¬ 
planation of the new universe. 

Uniformity of Nature 

“The prinicple of the yniform- 
ity of nature seems to rule un¬ 
disturbed in this remote region 
of space. The principle of the 
fundamental assumption in all ex¬ 
trapolations beyond the limits of 
known and observable data and 
speculations which follow its guide 
are legitimate until they become 
self-contradictory. It is therefore 
a matter of considerable impor¬ 
tance that familiar relations are 
found to be consistent when ap¬ 
plied to the first system definitely 
assigned to the regions outside 
the galactic system.” 

The outside universe was first 
seen by Prof. E. E. Barnard of 
the Yerkes observatory of the 
University of Chicago in 1884, 
describing it as fairly conspicu¬ 
ous, large, round and rather dense 
and even in its light. Now comes 
proof of its existence.

SIERRA MADRE, CALIFORNIA 


The immediate construction pro¬ 
gram outlined last week will pro¬ 
vide when completed, a transporta¬ 
tion system adequate to meet the 
present and near future needs of 
Los Angeles. It must be borne 
in mind, however, that this initial 
program provides but the frame¬ 
work on which must be built a 
complete system to serve the much 
greater metropolitan center now 
in prospect. Future construction, 
therefore, to round out and com¬ 
plete the initial portion of the 
comprehensive plan is recom¬ 
mended. 

The location of the routes rec¬ 
ommended for future construction 
is. based on present data and fore¬ 
casts of future growth. Condi¬ 
tions change, however, and new 
and unexpected situations may 
arise; consequently modifications 
may be necessary when the time 
for actual construction arrives. 
Such modifications, if any, can be 
made without impairing the use¬ 
fulness of the initial routes and 
without duplicating expenditures. 

The various units for the fu¬ 
ture construction program are out¬ 
lined below: 

Rapid Transit Lines 

(1) Moneta-Broadway-Pasadena 
Avenue System. (a) A third 
track on the Broadway-Pasadena 
Ave. elevated from Sunset boule¬ 
vard to Avenue B4 and an elect¬ 
ed railroad extension north to the 
heart of Pasadena. 

(b) A third truck on the Broad- 
way-Moneta Ave. elevated from 
Washington St. to Manchester 
Ave. and an elevated railroad ex¬ 
tension south along Moneta Ave. 
to a connection with the existing 
Gardena line of the Pacific Elec¬ 
tric railway at 118th street; and 

(c) An elevated railroad branch 
line westerly along Santa Barbara 
Ave. and private right of way 
from Moneta Ave. to Inglewood 
and south to a connection with 
the Pacific Electric railway below 
Hawthorne. The two south 
branches of the system will con¬ 
nect with the two-track interur- 
ban railway lines at 118tl> St. 
and Hawthorne, and serve San 
Pedro and Redondo Beach, respec¬ 
tively. The elimination of grade 
crossings on these interurban lines 
is also recommended. 

(2) Hollywood-Vineyard System. 
The comprehensive plan provides 
for the expansion of this system 
by the construction of (a) A sub¬ 
way in Olive street extending 
through the central business dis¬ 
trict; 

(b) Two additional tracks on 
the Venice Short Line so as to 
provide a four-track railroad, el¬ 
evated at street crossings, from 
Vineyard Junction to Culver Junc¬ 
tion; 

(c) The works necessary for the 
separation of grades at street 
crossings on the Sawtelle line 
from Vineyard Junction to Sher¬ 
man Junction; 

(d) An elevated railroad on 
Sunset boulevard from Olive St. 
subway to a connection with the 
elevated railroad in Sunset boule¬ 
vard at Rosemont Ave.; and 

(e) The work necessary for the 
elimination of grade crossings by 
the elevation’of tracks at impor¬ 
tant highways on the existing 
lines of the Pacific Electric rail¬ 
way, from Culver Junction to 
Playa del Rey Junction and also 
to Venice. 

(3) Glendale and San Fernando 
Valley Lines. It is planned to im¬ 
prove and expand the San Fer¬ 
nando valley lines by the con¬ 
struction of: (a) An elevated 
railroad in Glendale boulevard 
from a connection with the Sunset 
Blvd. elevated to Fargo St.; a 
third track along Allesandro St. 
and the private right of way of 
the Pacific Electric railway from 
Fargo St. to the junction of the 
San Fernando valley line just 
west of the Los Angeles river; and 
an elevated railroad from the Los 
Angeles river to Arden Junction 
in Glendale to replace the existing

DON’T FORGET THE SEWER PROBLEM 

T ALK about being “all dressed up with 
no place to go!” That is not a cir¬ 
cumstance to the plight of the city of Co¬ 
vina, as a result of the sewer bond election. 
That enterprising city has had a sewer sys¬ 
tem laid for six or eight years, with po 
place to dispose of sewage. If the district 
sewer bonds had carried Covina would be 
ready to connect up as soon as the trunk 
lines were laid. 

It was about ten years ago that Covina 
voted bonds for a sewer system and dis¬ 
posal plant. The system was laid and some 
ranches were purchased southwest of the 
city upon which to place a treament and 
disposal plant. The ranchers in the neigh¬ 
borhood did not like the prospect and in¬ 
corporated the city of West Covina for the 
express purpose of prohibiting sewer farms 
in their neighborhood. The city sewer sys¬ 
tem has lain idle ever since, with the mon¬ 
ey intended for the disposal plant reposing 
safely in the city treasury. 

The question arises: If Covina is un¬ 
able to find a location in the valley for a 
sewage disposal plant, what chance is there 
for foothill cities like Sierra Madre to do 
so? And w’hen a sewer system becomes 
an absolute necessity in Sierra Madre, as it 
will within a few years at present rate of 
growth, what means of disposal will be 
used ? 

The sewer project as voted upon Tues¬ 
day may have many faults. The outcome 
of the vote is not surprising. But the vote 
does not answer the questions just raised. 
They deserve careful thought on the part 
of all forward looking citizens.

ORGANIZING FOR PROGRESS 

F ORMATION of a Realty Board in Sierra 
Madre as a branch of the California 
Real Estate Association is distinctly a for¬ 
ward step. It will bring recognition to 
Sierra Madre in a variety of ways through 
the state affiliation. 

A lot of fun has been poked at Babbitt 
who made Main street the best known thor¬ 
oughfare in the country. But these super¬ 
ior beings who scoff from the pinnacles of 
their individualistic glory—what have they 
to offer in comparison with the collective 
work of the chaps who are able to herd 
together and like it? Nothing much but 
more or less witty criticism. 

Time was when an agent who put over 
a deal in Sierra Madre kept it a secret as 
long as he could.

Robert Babbitt of the Plumb¬ 
ing Service and Supply Co., spent 
Wednesday in San Fernando in¬ 
stalling hot water heating equip¬ 
ment.

County Horticultural Inspector 
Frank M. Kramer recently arrest¬ 
ed two peddlers for selling oranges 
on the Los Angeles market that 
were split beyond the tolerance 
allowed by law. When arraigned 
before Police Judge Richardson 
both parties plead guilty, were 
fined $50 and sentenced to 50 
days in jail. Both fine and sen¬ 
tence were suspended. 

Under the provisions of the Cal¬ 
ifornia Fruit and Vegetable Stand¬ 
ardization Act sales of oranges for 
other than by-product purposes 
is illegal if the contents of any 
package contains over 5 per cent 
by count of any one serious defect 
or a total of all defects of over 
10 per cent. 

Oranges which are split to an 
extent which provides a ready en¬ 
trance for decay or fungus, or 
which are affected by such decay 
or fungus, are considered seriously 
defective. If the split does not 
penetrate to the edible portion of 
the fruit and is of a dry white 
appearance the orange is not con¬ 
sidered seriously defective.
